The gas nuisance in the vicinity of 
Cross street was the main topic of dis- 
cussion before the board of health yes- 
terday afternoon, and after a lengthy 
discussion it was voted to serve a 
legal notice on the Lowell Gas Light 
company.prohibiting Ihem from pump- 
ing any refuse from their plant into 
the city's sewer system and ordering 
them to take measures to abate the 
nuisance within 60 ilnys.

nuisance began the nuisance Itself has 
Crown worse Instead of being abated 
Until some of the house holders in the 
vicinity have despaired of getting sat- 
isfaction from the local authorities. 
Dr. Holbronk called the meeting- to 


order at 4.4n o'clock and the records of 
the previous meeting were read by St:i\ 
Jackson and were accepted.

Dr. Jackson then moved that the • 


matter relating (o the gas nuisance 
which was tublfd at tho previous meet- 
ing, he taken from the table and it 
was so voted. 


Mr. McGiilnness then read the follow-, 


ing- resolution, which he said he hoped 
would be adopted: 


"Whereas, tho board has found, up- 


on investigation that the health of the 
residents of Suffolk, Cross, Adams, and 
other streets In that vicinity, Is me- 
naced by the prevalence of it nause- 
ating and disagreeable odcr, which wo 
chit m is caused by the leakage of the 
resideum in the old nnd discarded (fas- 
ti me tor which escapes Into the public 
sewers on the premises of the Lowell 
Gas Light company, therefore It Is vot- 
ed that the agent of this board tau 
instructed to order, that the Lowell 
Lowell Gas Light company be pro- 
hibited from p,ujiiplng or emptying Into 
the public sewera and refuse or residue 
or any substance or fluid remaining or 
obtained in tho proc^aa of manufact- 
uring illuminating- gaa, and the said 
company be ordered to keep all catch 
basins on their premises into which 
the said residue or any substance or 
fluid that percolates from the discard- 
ed anil leaky gasometer, pumped out 
so i hat it will be Impossible for any 
substance or flutd from paid gasometer 
or holder to enter the public sower." 
'The matter was then thoroughly dis- 
cussed again and many suKfjesUons were 
made with regard to the best method of 
abating the nuEsancc, and it was decided 
to call the city engineer before the board 
to give advice.

For the past several years little chil­ 
dren have been tram ping from their 
homes in Middlesex village

During the winter mornings, the 
little ones, if they went to school at 
all, had to leave their homes about 
an hour before the opening of the day ’s 
session.

Why wouldn’t it be a good idea to 
utilise the spare room In the school 
in Cornell street and 
the school In 
Hadley street to care for some of 
the g ram m ar grades of the Highland 
school, as there are a num ber of pu­ 
pils In the village in the first and sec­ 
ond rooms of the gram m ar school. 
Something should be done towards 
remedying the condition of affairs ex­ 
isting In the village at 
the present 
time, for it Is an outrage to think of 
making little children walk over a mile 
to attend school. 
Many of the residents of Middlesex 
village think that the two rooms are 
left vacant as a result of a conspir­ 
acy on the part of the school board 
and Supt. Whitcomb In order to force 
the city council into erecting a new 
building In the Highlands by showing 
that that school is much overcrowded 
Why not open the two rooms and let 
the children from the Highlands bene 
fit by the exercise in walking down to 
Middlesex Village.

REFERENDUM. 


There Is a bill now before the legislature providing for a constitutlon- 
nendment under which on petition of 50,000 voters any specific law or 
idment to the constitution shall he submitted to the people. 
It seem s that lf any law or amendment be so generally favored as to 
out a request for submission from 50,000 voters, such law’ should be 
fitted to the people to be adopted or rejected. 
The proposed article of amendment now before the legislature is as fol- 


“If In any one year fifty thousand registered voters shall petition for 
submission 
to the people of any specific law or amendm ent to this 
istitution, it shall be the duty of the secretary of state to subm it such 
cd law or amendm ent to the people at tin* next general state election; 
id if a law so petitioned for and subm itted 
to the 
people shall 
be ap ­ 
proved by a majority of the qualified voters voting thereon at such election, 
shall take effect at such time as may be stated therein; and lf a con­ 
stitutional amendm ent so petitioned for 
and submitted 
shall be approved 
a majority of the qualified voters 
voting thereon at such election, then 
; 
shall he the duty of the secretary of state to submit it to the people at 
following state election; and lf It shall he approved and ratified by a 
ority of the voters voting thereon at such election, then it shall become 
tart of the constitution of this com m onwealth.’’ 


In order to effect this amendment It must be agreed to by a majority of 
I senators and tw o thirds of the house present and voting. 
It must then 
entered upon the journals and referred to the general court next to he 
then published and lf agreed to by the general court In the manner 
by the constitution, It m ay be submitted 
to the people for their 
?al and ratification in order that it m ay become a part of the const!- 
of the comm onwealth.

The total vote In 2111 cities and towns 
out of 246 was: 
Yes 27,728, no 23,578, as 
compared with last m onth's vote of: Yes 
28,163. no 28,289. 
The missing 25 
towns 
stood last month: Yes 2692, no 1426. This 
shows a gam for high license of 435 and 
a loss for prohibition of 4711. 
Of the 221 cities and towns 83, or about 
40 per cent., voted yes, compared with 30 
per cent. last month. 
The state, after 50 years of prohibition, 
decided a month ago yesterday to permit 
the cities and towns to decide the ques­ 
tion of granting the salo of liquor re­ 
stricted by high license. 
The majority a t th a t time was decid­ 
edly small, about 1000 in a total vote of 
60.000, and from the result it was be­ 
lieved th a t the state might possibly re ­ 
turn to prohibition inside of the next 
tw o or three years. 
CONDITIONS REV ERSED . 
But from the vote yesterday it appears 
th a t there is a more decided sentiment 
throughout the state in favor of liquor 
selling than a month ago which is p ar­ 
ticularly encouraging to the hight license 
advocates, especially aa very little cam ­ 
paigning waa done by th a t side com­ 
pared with the work previous to the state 
vote. 
On the other hand the prohibitionists 
have kept up the fight with meetings, 


decrease in th at for prohibition reversed 
yesterday the attitude of the different 
counties. 
Last month they stood eight to six in 
favor of prohibition, 
while 
yesterday 
eight favored high license and six pro­ 
hibition. 
Caledonia county was the only one in 
the state th at remained firm for prohibi­ 
tion, not a single town wavering, while 
on the other hand. in Rutland county, 
which last month led the hlgh-Hcense 
column, the prohibition ranks gained five 
towns, more than in any other county 
In the state. 
Although 88 cities and towns voted in 
favor of license, it will not be until after 
April I thai the selling of liquor will ac­ 
tually begin. Meantime the state will un­ 
doubtedly be dryer than ever before in 
its history, for all the so-called town 
agencies wore abandoned yesterday. 
HOT MAYORALTY CONTESTS. 
Outside of the Interest In th e liquor 
vote. there were several warm m ayoralty 
contests. 
Ii, Burlington Mayor D. C. Hawley was 
re-elected over John E. Burke by a n ar­ 
row margin of three votes, 
Burke is a blacksmith and an ex-alder- 
man, and was the nominee of the demo­ 
crats and local optionals. 
He was also 
supported by the labor unions 
His supporters are not satisfied with 
the result, and have declared th a t the 
election will be taken to the supreme 
court, as It is claimed some ballots th at 
were thrown out should have been count 
ed for Burke. 
There was a four-sided contest In Mont­ 
pelier. which was won bv F. M. Corry. 
In St. Albans Mayor W. E. Powers was 
re-elected, and In Rutland a similar favor 
was extended to Mayor Temple.

Mayor of Lawrence Makes 
Charge of Corruption 


Says Money W as Paid to License 
Commissioner—He W ants His 
New Police Bill Passed by 
the Legislature 


At th* continued hearing before th*' 
legislative committee on cities .*t th*' 
state house last night on the hill for 
a board of police for la w re n ce, (nd to 
abolish the license commission. Mayor 
Grant of th at city gave some sensa­ 
tional testimony relative to corruption 
in certain departm ents In the city. 
Mayor Alexander L. Grant is 
the 
petitioner for this legislation. 
P revi­ 
ous witnesses had testified that there 
were violations of police regulations 
and various hintR had been dropped 
regarding corruption. 
Mayor G rant told 
the 
com mittee 
thad he could tell them of specific in ­ 
stances of corruption. 
"After I was elected,'’ he said, "sev­ 
eral Hebrew dealers came to me and 
asked me not to appoint a certain man 
on the com mittee on 
licenses. 
They 
were junk dealers for the most part. 
"I asked them what objection they 
had to the reappointm ent of this man. 
They told me that he held them up. 
One man had to pay $20 for his 
li­ 
cense, others were held up for $15 and 
pawnbrokers were compelled to pay 
$850. 
"I asked these men to come with me 
to the district attorney's office and tell 
their story, but they said 'No.' they 
were afraid th at they would get into 
trouble. 
**I will tell this com mittee in ex­ 
ecutive session the name of the m em ­ 
ber of the license board, who, 
they 
charged, had held them up. 
"Last W ednesday a man came 
to 
me and 
said: 
‘Look 
here, 
Grant, 
you’ve been a good deal of a sport In 
your day.’ 
I had to adm it that 
was 
true. 
‘Well,’ said he, 
T m running a 
little game.' 
I replied that I knew It. 
T ve been getting protection.' contin­ 
ued he, and I told him that 
I 
knew 
that also, and I asked him how much 
he had to pay. 
He 
replied 
$50 
a 
month. 
I asked him to whom he paid 
the bribe, and he told me in the pres­ 
ence of a third party. 
"There you have at least two eases 
of specific corruption which 
I 
can 
’(Cove,” said Mayor Grant, impressive­ 
ly, "and I can prove others, too. 
I'll 
tell this com mittee either in open ses­ 
sion or In executive session the name 
of the man whom the keeper of this 
gaming house paid for police protec­ 
tion."

Says Money W as Paid to License 
Commissioner—He Wants His 
New Police Bill Passed by 
the Legislature 
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At tho* continued hearing before the 
legislative committee on cities ut the 
state house last night on the bill for 
a board of police for L aw ren ce, and to 
abolish the license com m ission, M ayor 
Grant of that city gave sonic se n s a ­ 
tional testimony relative to co rrup tion 
in certain departments In the city. 
Mayor Alexander L. G rant Is 
the 
petitioner for this legislation. 
P re v i­ 
ous w itnesses had testified th a t th ere 
were violations of 
p o lic e reg u latio n s 
and various hints had been d ropped 
regarding corruption. 
Mayor Grant told 
the 
committee 
that he could tell them of specific in­ 
stances of corruption. 
"After I was elected," he said, "s e v ­ 
eral Hebrew dealers cam e to m e and 
asked me not to appoint a certain m an 
on the com m ittee on 
licenses. 
They 
were junk dealers for the most p a rt 
"I asked them w hat objection they 
had to the reappointment of th is man. 
They told me that he held them up. 
One man had to pay $20 for his 
li­ 
cense, others were held up for $15 and 
pawnbrokers were compelled to pay 
$560. 
“I asked these men to rom e w ith me 
to the district attorney’s office and tell 
their story, bnf they said ‘No,* they 
were afraid that they would get into 
trouble. 
"I will tell this committee In e x ­ 
ecutive session the name of the mem­ 
ber of the license hoard, who, 
they 
charged, had held them up. 
"Last W ednesday a m an cam e 
to 
me and 
said: 
'Look 
here. 
G rant, 
you've been a good deal of a sport In 
your day.’ 
I had to admit that

true. 
‘Well,' said he, 
T m ru n n in g a 
little game.'

Hy Associated Presa to The Sun 
LONDON. March 4 -J . lf. Wallace, for­ 
merly secretary of the late Sir Francis 
Book, obtained a verdict In the court of 
King s bench yesterday for $3250 damages 
for libel against Lady Cook, better known 
as Tennessee Claflin of New York. 
The 
latter was charged with accusing Wallace 
of conspiracy to circulate rum ors th at 
Sir Francis died an unnatural death with 
the object of blackmailing her. 
On the 
announcem ent of the verdict Lady Cook 
excitedly protested and demanded h ic 
opening ot the case. 
She was with dllfi- 
culty induced to leave the court. 
On 
hearing the verdict [.ady Cook sprang 
from her seat and waiving a bundle of 
papers shouted: 
“ Lord Alverstone. I am an American 
and I w ant you to listen to me. This has 
cost me thousands of pounds and I have 
trusted myself in the hands of an E ng­ 
lish judge and an English Jury. 
I have 
witnesses from America. I ran bring hun­ 
dreds of witnesses. 
I w ant to go In the 
witness box myself.” 
Chief Justice Alverstone tried to stem 
the torrent of protest and asked Lady 
Cook to leave the court. 
But she con­ 
tinued to protest In loud tones until the 
lord chief justice directed the ushers to 
remove her. When an usher laid his hand 
on her arm. Lady Cook shouted: 
''Oil. don’t pull me out. 
I will walk 
out. 
I ought not to have trusted; hut f 
am a weak woman. 
I have done more 
foi England and America than any one 
else.” 
The last words heard as the lady dis­ 
appeared from 
the court were: 
“ My 
reputation is ruined.”

The total vote in 221 cities and towns 
out of 246 was; 
Yes 27,728. no 23,678, as 
compared with last m onth’s vote of: Yes 
28,163, no 28,289. 
The missing 25 
towns 
stood last month: Yes 2692, no 1426. This 
shows a gain for high license of 435 and 
a loss for prohibition of 4711. 
Of the 221 cities and towns 83, or about 
40 per cent., voted yes, compared with 30 
per cent, last month.

The majority at that time was decid­ 
edly small, about 1000 In a total vote of 
60.000, and from the result it was be­ 
lieved th at the state m ight possibly re­ 
turn to prohibition inside of the next 
two or three years. 
CONDITIONS REVERSED. 
But from the vote yesterday it appears 
th a t there is a more decided sentiment 
throughout the state In favor of liquor 
selling than a month ago which is par­ 
ticularly encouraging to the hight license 
advocates, especially as very little cam­ 
paigning was done by th at side com­ 
pared with the work previous to the state 
vote. 
On the other hand the prohibitionists 
have kept up the fight with meetings,

ST. LOUIS, March 4—An injunction 
granted by Judge Adams of the United 
States District court prevented the cul­ 
mination yesterday of the threatened 
strike of the 1,100 firemen and trainm en 
of the W abash 
railroad for 
higher 
wages. 
Their 
committee 
Monday 
notified 
President Ramsey th a t he would be 
given until noon yesterday to grant 
their demands. If by that time, he still 
refused, a strike would be immediately 
called. 
President Ram sey yesterday after­ 
noon requested a little more time and 
th e two committees granted him until 
f, oarlock to make final reply. 
Before 
the alloted time had expired President 
Ram sey had secured a restraining or­ 
der from the court and it had been 
served on all the officials of all the 
orders and members of the grievance 
committees. 
The 
injunction 
was 
a 
most sweeping Instrum ent and effect­ 
ually blocked any strike proceedings. 
In part it reads: 
“We, therefore, do strictly command 
you, until the further 
order of 
the 
court 
to absolutely 
desist 
and re­ 
frain from 
in any w ay or m anner or­ 
dering, coercing, persuading, inducing 
or otherwise causing, directly dr indi­ 
rectly, the employes of the said W a­ 
bash railway company to strike or quit 
the service of said com pany.” 
Chiefs Shanahan and Lee called a 
m eeting for a conference on the new 
phase of the situation. 
Several of the leaders named in the 
Injunction have not been served with 
copies of the. writs. It was the plan 
for those men to avoid being served, 


so that they m ight order the strike if 
necessary w ithout violating tile federal 
court’s order. 
Grand Chief P. M. A rthur of 
the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
.said when asked about the situation; 
"It Is a fact that. there are a num ber 
of conductors In the trainm en’s organ­ 
ization and a num ber of engineers in 
the firemen’s organization and it is fair 
to presume that the Brotherhood of Lo­ 
comotive Engineers, in case of a strike, 
will give the firemen and trainm en at 
least moral support.” 
After considering the demands, Pres 
blent Ramsey early last evening made 
reply in a letter of considerable length 
Regarding the firemen’s demands, he 
said: 
“ We now pay higher wages for firing 
our engines than nearly all other roads. 
In this connection I would remind you 
that your own dem ands Nov. 16 last, 
were for $2.40 per one hundred miles 
on heavy engines and I gave you $2.50 
in our December 1st schedule, posted 
Dec. 8, and on Dec. IO you were raised 
to $2.60. The classification of engines 
will stand on $2.30 and $2.50 rate until 
we find other lines paying more for 
engines of same weights. The dem and 
is declined. 
You now dem and IO per cent, increase 
for all firemen on the Buffalo division 
(in Canada.) 
This is an absolutely new 
demand and was not voted on by the 
employes. 
I can consider no advance 
on the Buffalo division except in com­ 
parison with rates paid by lines in that 
locality. We now pay the same as the 
Grand T runk railway, whose tracks 
we run our trains over.

Vermont Cities end Towns 
Join “Yes” Column 


By Associated Press to The Sun 
WHITE 
RIVER 
JUNCTION. 
March 4—More Vermont cities and towns 
a t their annual elections yeaterday voted 
In favor of selling intoxicating liquors 
than favored the change from prohibition 
to high license In the general vote last 
month, while in those communities still 
opposed to the traffic the majorities were 
as a rule decidedly reduced. 
The total vote In 221 cities and towns 
out of 246 was: 
Yea 27,72s, no 23,578, as 
compared with last month’s vote of: Yes 
28,183, no 28,239. 
The missing 25 
towns 
stood last month: Yes 2692, no 1426. This 
shows a gain for high license of 435 and 
a lost: for prohibition of 4711. 
Of the 221 cities and towns 83, or about 
40 per cont., voted yes, compared with 30 
per cent, last month. 
The state, after 50 years of prohibition, 
decided a month ago yesterday to permit 
the cities and towns to decide the ques­ 
tion of granting the sale of liquor re­ 
stricted By high license. 
The majority at that time was decid­ 
edly small, about 1000 in a total vote of 
60.000, and from the result It was be­ 
lieved that the state might possibly re­ 
turn to prohibition inside of the next 
two or three years. 
CONDITIONS REVERSED. 
But from the vote yesterday It appears 
that there is a more decided sentiment 
throughout the state in favor of liquor 
selling than a month ago which is par­ 
ticularly encouraging to the hight license 
advocates, especially as very little cam­ 
paigning was done by that side com­ 
pared with the work previous to the state 
vote. 
On the other hand the prohibitionists 
have kept up the fight with meetings,

speakers from out of the state and thou­ 
sands of circulars. 
' *■’ i 
The Increase on what 
is 
generally 
known as the high license vote, and the 
decrease in that for prohibition reverstMi 
yesterday the attitude of the different 
counties. 
Last month they stood eight to six in 
favor of prohibition, while 
yesterday 
eight favored high license and six pro 
hlbitlon. 
Caledonia county was the only one In 
the state that remained firm for prohibi­ 
tion. not a single town wavering, while 
on the other band, in Rutland county, 
which last month led the hlgh-licenae 
column, the prohibition ranks gained five 
towns, more than in any other county 
in the state. 
Although 38 cities and towns voted in 
favor of license, it will not be until after 
April I that tho selling of liquor will ac­ 
tually begin. Meantime the state will un­ 
doubtedly be dryer than ever before In 
its history, for all the so-called town 
agencies were abandoned yesterday, 
HOT MAYORALTY CONTESTS. 
Outside of the Interest in the liquor 
vote, there, were several warm mayoralty 
contests. 
It. Burlington Mayor D. C. Hawley was 
re-elected over John E. Burke by a nar­ 
row margin of three votes. 
Burke is a blacksmith and an ex-alder­ 
man, and was the nominee of the demo­ 
crats and local optlonlsts. 
He was also 
supported by the labor unions. 
Ills supporters are not satisfied with 
the result, and have declared that the 
election will be taken to the supreme 
court, as It is claimed some ballots that 
were throw’n out should have been count­ 
ed for Burke. 
There was a four-sided contest in Mont­ 
pelier. which was won by F. M. Corrv. 
In St. Albans Mayor W. E. Powers was 
re-elected, and in Rutland a similar favor 
was extended to Mayor Temple.

A knowledge of Its flow is of Interest 
on this account and In connection with 
a recent project for diverting a part of 
the Missouri river to the Meramec at 
a point above Fenton, near St. Louis.

Commissioner—He Wants His

A t th o oontlxraed hearing before the 
tactstedve com m ittee on cities e t the 
■tate bouse le st nig h t on th e bill for 
Wl board of police for Law rence, and to 
abolish the license com m ission. M ayor 
G rant of th a t city gave some se n sa­ 
tional testim ony relative to corruption 
In certain d ep artm en ts in th e city.

They told me th at he held them up. 
One m an had to pay $20 for his

cense, others were held up for $15 and 
paw nbrokers w ere compelled to pay 
$860. 
"I asked these men to come with me 
to the district atto rn ey ’s office and tell 
their story, b u t they said ‘No,' they 
were afraid th a t they would get into 
trouble. 
‘I will tell this com m ittee In ex ­ 
ecutive session the nam e of the m em ­ 
ber of the license board, who,

charged, had held them up.
